It has been brought to the attention of this 
office that each Stay Behind Agent who receives re- 
ixnbursenent in connection with this program should be 
advised that such ccawpensation is taxable under the 
Federal Incorae Tax Laws and should be reported as income 
by him. It is suggested that if an individual must file 
a federal return to report income from another regular 
source^ income from this program could be shown under 
Schedule D of Page 2 of the return as income received from 
other sources ’’for personal services rendered” without 
specifically designating the source of this income. It 
appears probable that all Stay-behind Agents will fall 
in this category. 

It is suggested that your office may desire to 
make further inquiry into the Income Tax Regulations 
and to take whatever steps may be necessary to insure that 
all Stay Behind Agents are advised of this fact and to 
insure full security for the program. To date all Stay 
Behind Agents who have returned from trdning and been 
reimbursed have been instructed in regard to the above. 

It has also been brought to the attention of this 
office that beginning on August 21, 1951 and every Tuesday 
and Thursday thereafter the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club 
will sponsor a series of code practice sessions. The 
sessions will start at 9:00 p.m. and will last for one 
hoiir. The frequency used will be 387 O KGS and the call 
letters KL7AA or KL7BK will be used. These practice 
broadcasts can be received on any radio that tunes the 
short wave band. The hour broadcast will be divided into 
three sessions, the first 20 minutes of which will be 1 
to 2 groups per minute, the second 20 minutes will be 5 
to 10 words per minute and the final 20 minutes will be 
15 to 16 words per minute. 

It is suggested that Stay Behind Agents who have 
already received training could use these broadcasts as 
a sowce of practice to build up their proficiency in code.

On January 15, 1952, the above-captioned individual appeared in the 
Anchorage Office and advised that he had just returned from Seattle where he 
had been having an operation on his hand. FRISBEY stated he had received a 
letter from this office about December 1950 req.uesting him to contact this 
office upon his return from Seattle. FRISBEY stated that the letter ted 
merely stated that we desired to discuss a confidential matter with him and 
he had destroyed the letter immediately after receiving it. 


The letter referred to by FRISBEY is probably the letter vAxich 
T/e directed to him when we were considering recruiting him for the above 
program. 


FRISBEY stated that he believed that we had wanted to talk to him 
about a guerilla program vfhich HIIL HARDING and a nuntoer of people in the 
Seward area had been talking about organizing in the case of hostilities and 
he had gathered from his conversations with HARDING that the FBI was clearing 
people for this guerilla program. FRISBEY did not seem to be ware of the 
true nature of the program. 

It should be noted that prior to the time HARDING was recruited 
into the Stage Program, he had been making plans to form a guerilla group 
on the Kenai Peninsula but had supposedly discontinued this when he was 
recruited into the Stage Program, 

FRISBEY was advised that this office was not at the present time and 
never had been connected viith the formation of any guerilla group in the event 
of hostilities in Alaska. He was advised that the letter which he had received 
in Seattle was probably in connection with another investigation being conducted 
by this office on which we had desired to contact him, FRISBEY was advised that 
this matter has since been cleared up and we no longer desired to talk to him 
in connection with this matter. It was explained to FRISBEY that our reason 
for wanting to contact him was probably in connection with someone he had 
formerly worked with or been acquainted with but there was no way at this time 
of telling what particular case was involved.

She current Los Angeles telephone directory, California 
State Directory of licensed Contractors, and the Southwest Builder, 
contractors’ publication, 1660 Beverly Boulevard, Los Angeles, all failed 
to reflect a current listing for Aqua Systems, Incorporated, 

Mrs. PAIMA SHAUB, Contract Department, United States 
Engineers Office, 751 South Figueroa Street, Los Angeles, advised that 
Aqua Systems, Incorporated maintained a Los Angeles Office at 701 Fast 
Third Street in 1943 and a New York Office of 385 Girard Avenue, New York 
City, She further advised that according to the records available to her 
the engineers office had awarded two contracts within the territory covered 
by the Los Angeles United States Engineers Office to the Aqua ^sterns, 
Incorporated, One contract dated January 2, 1943 and a second contract 
dated January 20, 1943 were for construction installations at Air Force 
bases, one at Las Vegas, Nevada, and the other at Dateland, near Yuma, 
Arizona, Mrs. SHAUB further advised that her records contain no addi- 
tional information relative to Aqua Systems, Incorporated and did not 
contain the identification of the officers or employees of this company. 

Mr, RAX H, VONDY, Official of the Neptune Meter Compaiy, 

701 East Third Street, Los Angeles, advised that the Neptune Meter Company 
had formerly owned stock in the Aqua Systems, Incorporated; that this latter 
organization was engaged in the installation of gas storage tanks for the 
United States Amy and United States Navy at vailous Air Force bases through- 
out the United States. Mr, VONDY stated that the Aqua Systems Compaiy had 
been out of business since 1946; that Mr, E, S, LANDIS, who had been super- 
intendent and manager of the Los Angeles Office for Aqua Systems, was now 
deceased, Mr. RAY VONDY stated that he himself had been a construction 
superintendent for Aqua Systems in the South Pacific area during World 
Tfar II and that he was not acquainted with JOHN MINOR HOOP but that the 
name of ROOP did sound familiar; however, he cottld furnish no information 
concerning ROOP, Mr. VONDY added that Aqua Systems, Incorporated had 
about forty Jobs throughout the United States during ¥Jorld War II. 

Mr, FRAfJK VONDY, Superintendent of the Neptune Meter Company, 
confirmed the information furnished by his brother*, RAY H. VONDY, and added 
that he recalled Mr, PDOP by name and remembered meeting him on one occasion 
when ROOP came to the Los Angeles Office of the Aqua Systems Company about 
1942 or 1943* Mr, VONDY said that he did not recall anything at all 
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LA 62-3851 

concerning EOOP’s personal life or backgroimd and had no knowledge of 
IQOP woiking in the Los Angeles area or on the Pacific coasts however, 
the Los Angeles Office of Aqua Systems Company covered a large area and 
FHA!IK VONDY added that he was under the impression that I!r. EOOP was 
working someplace in Texas. FSANK VONDX said that he himself had handled 
the construction work for Aqua Systems, Incorporated at Bateland, Arizona, 
and that 12r. E30P was not on that job. Hr. FEANK VONDY further said that 
he had handled the construction superintendent’s work for the various 
Pacific coast jobs contracted for by the Aqua Systems Company and he did 
not recall lir. IK)0P having worked on any of these particular construction 
projects. 


I,!r. 5RAHK VONDY said that ALBERT G. KATESTt'JER, a former 
Vice-President and General Manager of Aqua Systems, Incorporated, in New 
York City would have the master records of the Aqua Systems Company and 
could be contacted at 111 Broadway, New York City. 

Mr. J. lEROY VEACH, operator of the Pump Register Exchange 
at 701 Bast Third street, Los Angeles, advised that the Neptune Meter 
Company, the Aqua Systems, Incorporated, and the Pump Register Exchange 
correlated their activities during T/orld War H and that the Pump Register 
Exchange furnished materials to Aqua Systems, Inoozporatedj that these 
materials were sent to the location of the various projects upon requisi- 
tion of the various field superintendents. 

Hr. VEACH stated that a few of the old records pertaining 
to the operations of the Los Angeles Office of Aqixa Systems, Incorporated 
were in his possession^ that he had obtained from these records the fact 
•that one MINOR ROQP had requested material on field requisition forms 
indicating that ROOP was a construction superintendent for Aqua Systems 
for a project at the Army Air Force Advanced Flydng Field, Post Office 
Box 796 , Pampa, Texas, from January 26 through March of 1943. Mr. VEACfl 
stated that check book stubs for Aqua Systems disclosed that payroll checks 
for company employees on the Pampa, Texas, project had been mailed to ROOP 
for distribution, further indicating that BDQP was in some sort of an ad- 
ministrative position on that project. Mr. VEACH fxrrther said that he 
found among these records a letter from ROOP to the Los Angeles Office of 
Aqua systems, concerning certain materials, which was dated March 20, 1943 
and had been received from Pampa, Texas. 

Mr. VEACH stated he vfas not acquainted with Mr. ROOP 
personally and could furnish no information concerning EOOP’s personal 
backgroundj that he had no knowledge of Mr. ROOP working or residing in 
the Los Angeles area although ROOP may have been in the city on company 
business. VEACH added that everything recorded concerning I'r. ROOP was 
of a business nature and the latter’s record was clear as far as records 
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available to Mr. TEACH rrere concerned. He further stated that he did not 
have any knowledge of Mr. ROOP working on the Las Vegas installation done 
by the Aqua Systems Company. 

?5r. VEA(H stated that Mr. V/ILLIAll G. BAEIIOIf had been a super- 
visor on the Las Vegas job for Aqua Systems but that ha could not furnish 
any specific address on Mr. BARTON who had left the conpany several years 
ago other than the fact that Mr. BARTON was last known to have been with 
the Eobert E. McKee Construction Company in Los Angeles. 

Mr. VBACH stated that fir. 0. H.' JOHffSON who had worked on 
certain Aqua Systems installations in Northern California no longer with 
the company and specific whereabouts not known to himj however, JOHNSON 
several years ago had been in the employ of the T/ard Refrigeration Company 
in San Francisco. 

Mr, VFAGH also checked with Mr. GEORGE E5CK, Sales Manager 
of the Neptune Meter Company, detennining that Mr. BECK was not acquainted 
with Mr. ROOP and could furnish no information concerning the latter. 

Mr. RAY VONDI, Mr. FRANK VONDY, and Mr. VEACH all advised 
that in view of the absence of records reflecting employment on the part 
of ROOP in the Los Angeles or Pacific Coast area by the Aqua Systems 
Company they doubted seriously if Hr. WILIIAl! BARTON or Mr. 0. H. JOHNSON 
would know K)0P. 


Concerning Mr. 'WILLIAM G. BARTON, former construction 
supervisor at Aqua Systems, Incorporated, inquiry of Mr. DAN H)RGAfJ, 
Assistant Auditor, Epbait E. McKee Construction Company, 4700 San Fernando 
Road, Los Angeles, disclosed that fir. BARTON was no longer with this com- 
pany and his last known address was 721 Via da la Paz, Pacific Palisades, 
California, phone - Malibu 7354* Further, Mr. BARTON listed on employment 
questionnaire that his mother^ KITTY BLACK BARTON, resided at Hatch, New 
Mexico . 


The current Los Angeles telephone directory listed a TOLLIAM 
C. BARTON at the above address furnished by Mr. HORGW- with the telephone 
number Exbrook 5-9765. It was determined that this phone had been dis- 
connected. 


The files of the Los Angeles Retail Merchants Credit Asso- 
ciation reflected a report on TJILLIAf! C. BATiTDN dated August 13, 1947 
listing the same address in Pacific Palisades mentioned above and listing 
occupation as head maintenance man at North American Aircraft Corporation, 
El Segundo, Californiaj however, it was determined from Mr. BUCHANAN, Plant 
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Security Division of the North American Aircraft Oorporatioj:^ that Mr. 
BARK)N had terminated January 32 . ^ 1949| that the company records did not 
reflect a residence address other than that in Pacific Palisades. 

Mrs. EUZABETH CANAE3T, 725 Via da la Paz, advised that 
Mr. TSIUIAM C. BAR!K)N and his wife had moved suddenly about three weeks 
previous and mentioned that Mr, BAE5DN»s mother had recently died and that 
they were going to Hatch, New Kea^ico, to settle the estate.
